Tlio orplianed cliildrou 
were taken to Saliillo and carod for by 
thQ, church, und the doscendants of the 
actors in this "o'er-truo tale" to-day 
represents ouo of the mo.sl prominent 
families in Coaluiihu Tho deserted casa 
Btlll stands as a luouumenL to the poor 
Dosdeiiiona, und tho venturesome who 
liavo visited it assert that a "woman in 
white" may be soon llutteriug about 
ttte rneMy halls in the moonliirht. 



A Qiieor Disease.

DELAYS OF JUSTIC'l] IN KIVG- 
JLAND. 

Attcuiitteti Bribery to Secure an 
£]irly Trial. 

(London Tiu5e8, Aui;. (ith.) 

An incident took place in Mr. Jus- 
ticu Chitty'a Court on Tuesday aftor- 
Hoon which illustrates the strength 
and also the weakness of our method.s 
of administering justice. A lady attend- 
ed to answer a cluirgQ of liiiving at- 
teuiiitcd to bribe the Clerks in Chamb- 
ers. The accusation is extremely seri- 
ou.'', and wh may eongiMtulati.! our- 
selves on tlio fact tliat it is extrcmidy 
rare. More than two centuriea ago an- 
other lady litigant sent a buck to Sir 
JIattliew Hale on the nioriiiiig of the 
da}' when her ca.sc was to euiiie before 
him; and thai ominciit .hidgo in.'^i.st(!!l 
on paying for the buck in oiieii v.'ourt 
before lie would proceed with the trial. 
.From that day to the present tho luiin 
ber of liti^aiits.who have ntteuijited-U! 
"mlefFere with tlu> course of jusiice by 
bribery must be very .small. <,'iie of tlie 
present leuilers of ibe I'-ar fund uf 
tfjlling till' .story of an .A inrriciui client 
who once asked him (o advi.si; how far 
a few tlioiiHtinds vvouid go in drtermin 
ing the judgment about lo be delivered 
in a patent case involving large jiecuiii 
ary interests. Wliether this true story 
has any liearing on tlie character of any 
American Court or .Imlgo is a delicati^ 
question which wo do not propose to 
discuss; we uro content to believe that 
no delicatt^ quuation can ever ai-ise in 
regard to tho conduct of our own J udjj; 
PS, and that the subordinate servants of 
the law are equally exeinjit froiri r(?- 
proacli. In justice to tlie lady, wiiom 
J u.stice Chitty has iiiiinl;,'i'iilly r((fi'ain- 
ed from sifniling to prison, it .should In^ 
explained that she seenis to have no do- 
sir'i lo procure a judgment in her own 
favor by fraud. She seems rather to 
assume, like tho rest of the litigating 
world, tliMt success isc(!rtain if licr case 
isoiilv fairly and proiiqilly coiLsiiicrcil. 
Sustained bv tiiu youdiici.M of lii'r cvui.sc, 
and tlie rectitude of her intentioiiH, she 
explained to the learin-d Judge that 
there was nothing wrong in what she 
had doiio. Her case had been worrying 
her for seven long years, and once more 
she was culled upon to face tlio prospect 
of being thrown ovm' the Vacation. 
This lady was ready to give £200 to a 
junior clerk, i£ 1,200 to tho Chief 
Clerk -any sum not exceeding .£1,000 
in all — to have the case in wliicli she 
was interested brought to an iniiiicdi- 
ate hearing. She seems to have thought 
that her objtict might be atlaint^d by 
special exertions on the [lart of the of- 
ficials, and it was in order to stimulate 
their activity and to compensate them 
for extra work that she made the unfor- 
tunate offer which brought her witbin 
measurable distance of Holloway (laol. 
[n one point fortune lia.s certainly 
favored her; the case for which she had 
dared so iniicli was in the cause list of 
Mr. J ustice Chitty, v/ho i.s as free from 
irritability and self-iMqiortance as a 
judge ought lo be. Taking' a mild view 
of the circumsLances, and courteously 
considering the sex of the od'eiidcr, Ilis 
Lordship dismis.sed her witli a suitable 
reprimand and warning 

We cannot refuse our sympathy to 
this indiscreet but sorely trisal victim 
of the administrative defects of the 
Chancery Division, and hIk; is oiilv one 
of many who mark the sittings and the 
vacationsas they come and go with orer- 
increasing wearines.s and disgust. Judi- 
cature Acts are pa.sseil; new rules are 
constantly coming into operation, ohl 
names are abolished and new nanins in- 
vented, offices are reduced and multi 
plied and reorganized, and tho junior 
Bar is reported to be ruined by reforms 
in practice once in every live years. Is 
litigants are lieiudilted by all these 
changes, thev have not, as vot attained 
to the hap[)iness of knowing liow well 
they are off. They complain of delay 
and expense, as in the tlays of RIdon; 
and no one would Hiipposo that lifty 
years have elapsed since llie"irou mace 
of Brsugham" was applied to the ol 1 
Chancery practice, luui^h to tho ad- 
miration of the Kev. Sydney Smith. 
Must it alivays be ho? Is there no hope 
that justice may some day be made ex- 
peditious, intellij;ible ami cheap? TIn-si' 
are questions to which sludont.sof our 
legal history will not bo too ready to

Strawborry beds should now be hoed 
aiitl grass and weeds left to remain as 
mulch. New beds should be .sot out. 
Lettuce can now be sown for spring 
transplanting. Spinach should also he. 
sown for autumn use; and at the end of 
S(qitember to the first week in October 
for early s|)ring cutting. 

A writer in an exchange says ho lias 
laid live-inch tile drains under rows of 
grn])e vines, two and a half feet deep, 
and tho grapes on iliose vines ripened 
two we(dc8 earlier, ami were better in 
(piality than the same sorts in the 
neighborhood not drained. '^I'hey rot less. 
The vines endured the winter belttir. 
Kasiiberries, strawberries and blackber- 
ries were similarly but less strikingly 
benefited. The more the land needs 
draining the more striking will be tho 
eonstrast.

No inattcr 
what plans aro proposed or what eiitor- 
ptiaoa aro undertaken, the announcement 
is tho signal for tho Guardian to open its 
Tial of wratii from which (lows an un- 
rostrained stroam of abuse.

The problem proposed by tlie holders of 
the recent Conference on Imperial Feder 
ation is one of aJtogethor une.\i\in[)led 
scope and com])lexi(]n. To seme jtidici 
CUB and woU-iiifornied thinkers indeed the 
end proposed has seemed s(j dilliciilt of at- 
tainnioiit as to be regarded for nil practi- 
cal purposes as an impossibility. The 
need of solving tho problem, howover, or 
effacing the alternative of aoparation, is 
one which has been steadily growing dur- 
ing the century or more that Ims elapsed 
since tho result of tho Seven Years' war — 
so inomoiitoua in its etl'ects on the for- 
tunes of more tlian one til tlie ICumiiean 
powers — transferred the colonial suiireni 
acy of the world to England." Brad- 
Btreet's Journal says that there is really 
no problem left to solve. It has been 
solved. I5rltaiii has great self governing 
colonies united aniojig themselves and to 
tho Empire by a common loyalty whicli 
nothing but a deliberate attempt to force 
them to surrender their self government 
is likely to destroy. Should the Mother 
Country be threatened liy foreign invad - 
ers, the colonies will .'ipriiig to her assis- 
tance, just as tho Mother Uouiitry would 
launch forth aruiamenis and treasiiro were 
the safety of any colony endangered. This 
intense feeling of loyalty, the result of 
years of judicious concessions to the de- 
sire for aelf-gwveriimeMt in the eoloiiiea, 
can only be wetikened l)y ill-advised ellnrls 
to force communities having no cniinnon 
commercial interests into a yigiinticgcom- 
mercial and political union for which they 
are wholly unsuited. 'J'hu mission of 
Canada, for instance, lies on tho American 
continent. Here she has an immense Gold 
to develop, and all her energies should be 
directed towards improving her oppor- 
tunities for developing a great tradi; with 
the hundred millions of people who in- 
habit America. Thanks to tho politicians 
on both sides of the I'nited .States boinid- 
ary line, sixty ini'lions of [leople are do- 
barred from trading with each other; but 
this exclusive jjolicy cannot last much 
longer. Tho traffic in natural products 
must be resumed and under the influence 
of a well considered, carefully adjusted 
reciprocity treaty the commerce of Can- 
ada will take another inagiiiMcent bound 
forward. All that Camula asks at tlie 
hand of aiij potentate or parliament is to 
be allowed to retain her present loyal ad 
hesion to tho Great Empire and In be per- 
mitted to trade with the other inhabitants 
of America. And woe be to him or them 
whose schemes and iilottings seek to bring 
about a different stato of things.

Sitting down, 
thoy ruoouutod the ndvcutiiros ol their 
paat Uvea, and, ns thoy industriously 
circulated tho bottle, many aloud shout 
oohoed through that hall and atartlod 
i3x6 watphiuoa ou 'tha stroet as thoy 
went ihoir silent rounds. As tho ulpfht 
".voro on thoir oseltemout iiicrcasod, un- 
til, at tho oloso of a thrilliujr story re- 
latluf; to his straugo curoor, Houslou 
exclaimod: 

"Now, Booth, lot's havo a speech to 
libartj, ono of those apostrophos to old 
Kom&n freedom With wlxiob you startle 
audioncosl"' 

Had Booth boon inclined to refuse, 
ho knew that his friund whou tho mood 
was on him, would uot bu douied any 
request, liowovor absurd or difficult of 

Eorfotmance. But tliB irugodiau had 
inisclf entered into tlio spirit of his 
companion, and, nothing- loth, he re- 
hearsed with magld power many of 
thosQ oloctric passages in dofonso of 
liberty with which tie English drama 
abounds. Houston, whoso memory as 
well aa habits partoolc ol the Indian 
cbarnctcr, cauf^liL up tho words, and 
with 0(iual force, clearness, aud accu- 
racy wont through each spoecli in reg- 
ular auccossion. Thus tboy proceeded 
fpr a time, and thon agaia sal down to 
renew their potations and the story of 
their porsonal adventure. Booth drank 
aud listLMiod, wliilo the otlior told of 
his own eluv-itiou in his native state, 
and his disgust with civic lioiiors, of bis 
homo in tlio distant forest, of tbo uu- 
controhiblo frcodoai of tbo red uion, of 
their stoic fortitude aud matolilosa he- 
'roism. Warmed by tho recollection of i 
those thrilling sconos, ho sprang to bis ^ 
feet, and, in tho toiio of ono amid tho : 
battle's dill, liglitiiig against llio most , 
fearful odds, esclaiuicd: "Now, Booth, | 
onco more for libortyl" Tlio trugediau | 
darod not disobey. Ho ran through i 
with all his usual onei'gy the talo of I 
Me?[ican thralldom, of the Spanish con- 1 
quest of that land, tho dangers Incur- 
red by that army, their commandor's 
exliortation before tlio batllo, and tho 
stubborn bravorj' of tbo native ohiofs. 
Before him stood at that louo hour, lis- 
tening with an intensity of thought and 
feeling that shone through his eyes, 
lightoa his face, strained OTory muscle, 
and started tho sweat in great drops 
from his lofty brow, ono who had in 
him all tho fiery spirit of a Cortoz and 
Embition of a i'izarrs. Quick as 
thought ho took np iliu tale and repeat- 
ed tho words jii.st uLtcrod by Booth, 
with tho most critical precision of tone 
and manner. As he booama excited in 
tho recitation, his spirit seemed to take 
lire, and with an air so determined, so 
frightful, that it soeiucd the voice of 
ouo inspired, he cxidaiinod nt tlio close 
of a magnilieont exLeiuporaneous rhap- 
sody: 

"Yos! vcs! 1 am mado to revol yet 
in the halls of tho Moutezumas!" 

"Coming events cast thoir shadows 
beioTO," and although Houston did not 
roTol in tho balls of the Montezumas, 
Ills determination and energy of char- 
acter conquered tbo occupant of those , 
halls, aud wrested from Mexico her 
fairent state. — Ben: I'erley Foore, 

A Story of Thiiriiia.n. 

Thurman's stories iire undoubtedly 
like Gcorgu \Vasirnigton''s; but years 
ago he had a habit tliat also resembled 
another of 'Washiugtuirs, and oven 
went so far as to suggest tho far famed 
"army in Flanders." Tho writer re- 
calls an incident which happened wliilo 
the great Ohio seuator was living in 
ChilTicotho, in the tlays when that se- 
vere school teacher and pious church 
member, William D. Wesson, waa may-

Under his in- 
lluence the citj' council pnased an or- 
dinance against swearing and all pos- 
sible forms of i)rofaiiity, and many a 
hickle-ss lawyer or doctor was mulcted 
ill lines for careless oatlis at tlin rate of 
a dollar a word. Ono day Mr. Wesson 
had a friendly conversation with Mr. 
Tburman for an hour. Soon after which 
he sent Thurman a judgnioiit of fines 
(i|>17) for lifteen oaths aud cost of pros- 
ouuliou. Tluirinaii yieldeci liiiusclf to 
arrest, and W(uil with Marshal Bratton 
to Mayor W(!ssciii's ollico. "May it 
please your honor," said Thurman, "I 
am a lawyer, aud wish to appear in 
own defense." ••The court is willing 
to hear you," said tiio mayor in most 
earnest gravity. "I iiiovo you to set 
aside tliis judgment, becuu.so a man 
cannot bo tried lor crime iiiilcss lie is 
present in person or by coLinsel. " "Y'ou 
are right," said Wes.sou, "ilio judg- 
ment Is sot aside, but the crime will 
coat you more, because wo will now 
have tho trial." "All right." said 
Thurman; "I am ready to proceed with 
tho case. 1 know the imlietmont. But 
where are tlio witiu^ssiisi'" "AVc nood 
no witnesses, Mr. Thurman; for you 
know you swore those lifteen outbs, and 
that 1 hoard you* So it is idle to talk 
about witnesses." "Well, may it please 
your honor, I movo to quash the in- 
dictuieut. liecaiise, liisi, a man can- 
not bo made to eriiniuati; liimoolf, mid, 
Bccoad, a jiidg(! of a court cannot aji- 
pour before liiniself as n witness." 
"You are right, Mr. Tliiirman; the in- 
dictment is r[uashud and tlio case dis- 
missed." He was never troubled after 
this for his freedom of spoecb, — Balti- 
more Avicrii'iin.
